State law (53A-3-303) requires that school districts use uniform budgeting, accounting, and auditing
procedures which shall be in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles and auditing
standards. Interpretations and statements by the National Council on Governmental Accounting,
the Governmental Accounting and Standards Board, and the UASBO Accounting and Reporting
Practices Committee provide further guidance.
